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ANWA Core 
Funding Denied

It doesn’t appear likely 
the Alberta Native 
Women’s Association 
(ANWA) will get any core 
funding from either the fed¬ 
eral or provincial govern¬ 
ments this year. 

The Native Secretariat 
and the federal Secretary of 
State made their decisions to 
nix funding at the ANWA 
annual assembly in Edmon¬ 
ton several weeks ago. 

Marc Amal, SOS Re¬ 
gional Director, and Milt 
Pahl, Alberta Native 
Affairs minister delivered 
the bad news in front of a 
very disappointed group of 
women. 

Amal told the women 
that he wasn’t a great fan of 
core funding in the first 
place. He remarked that he 
favored only enough fund¬ 
ing to keep the Native 
organization afloat. 

“We need organizations 
like yours to fulfill our 
vision of Canada, but about 
the only way that can be 
achieved is through a union 


of reasonable bureaucrats 
and a ’healthy’ ANWA,” 
said Amal. 

When asked by Loro 
Carment, who was recently 
elected president of ANWA, 
what approach her organiz¬ 
ation could take to acquire 
core funding, Amal said 
that adequate and worth¬ 
while programs must first be 
established. He warned 
however, that giving more 
funds to a group doesn’t 
necessarily mean problems 
will be solved. 

Arnal also pointed out 
that ANWA didn’t need 25 
people to organize the 
regions, nor 25 people to 
take political action on 
rather sensitive issues. And 
while Amal said he wasn’t 
interested in funding an 
organization that did not 
serve its members, he did 
remark that more can be 
done for Native Women. 

“Please help us so we can 
help you. Aboriginal men 
and the rest of society can 
benefit from your contribu¬ 
tions. The challenge is for 
you to take a good look at 



yourselves, what you want 
to do, build a credible 
organization and go forth," 
said Amal. 

In his address to the 
ANWA members. Milt Pahl 
pointed out that his depart¬ 
ment has funded ANWA 
since it began as the Voice of 
Alberta Native Women, in 
1968. He then went on to 
outline how ANWA mem¬ 
bers could give their pro¬ 
grams greater substance.

Charges Dismissed 
Against Thipper 





Provincial Court Judge 
Darlene Wong handed 
down a landmark decision 
recently when she dismissed 
a charge against Bert Horse¬ 
man for unlawful traffick¬ 
ing of wildlife. 

Horseman, a 23-ycar-old 
Treaty Indian, was charged 
this summer after selling a 
bear hide to a fur dealer. 

Judge Wong ruled that 
section 12 of the Alberta 
Natural Resources Act 
assured Treaty Number 8 
Indians of their right to pur¬ 
sue their vocation of hunt¬ 
ing, trapping and fishing. 

Defence lawyer Ken Star- 
oszik believes the decision 
could set a precedent for 
other Treaty areas in the 
future. 

Indian Association of 
Alberta Treaty 8 vice-presi¬ 
dent, Clifford Freeman, 
said the Crown will most' 


likely appeal the decision. 
Should that happen, the 
case would be heard before 
the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada. 

Freeman has since asked 
for a meeting with Native 
Affairs minister Milt Pahl, 
and his associate Don Spar¬ 
row, to discuss “harrass- 
menl” from fish and wild¬ 
life officials. Freeman 
believes that Indians are 
being selectively prosecuted, 
and claims thal pestering by 
wildlife officers has steadily 
increased since the spring of 
1984. 


released on behalf of 
Treaty 8 Indians, Freeman 
demanded two actions; he 
wants Don Sparrow and his 
department to stop interfer¬ 
ing with TVeaty Indians’ har¬ 
vest and hunting rights, and 
he wants the department to 


stop harrassing friendship 
centres, fur buyers and 
others who want to engage 
in trade with TVeaty Indians. 

Some Indians fear the 
government may take coun¬ 
ter-measures, such as limit¬ 
ing the number of $10 com¬ 
mercial permits issued by 
Alberta Wildlife to Indians 
and Metis. 

The law stipulates all 
Natives who hunt and trap 
must carry this permit, but 
Indian bands publicly 
denounce the decree, argu¬ 
ing that they themselves 
have jurisdiction over the 
natural resources, including 
wildlife, inside the reserves. 

Indian hunting and trap¬ 
ping rights have been safe¬ 
guarded by the Royal Pro¬ 
clamation of 1763, by 
Treaty, by the Charter of 
Rights, and by numerous 
precedent-setting cases.

New Native Centre Director 
Plans Active Program 


Although she was born in 
South Dakota, the new Dir¬ 
ector of The University of 
Calgary’s Native Centre, 
Beatrice Medicine, readily 
admits she has a fondness 
for Canada. She lived in the 
country from 1959 to 1967 
and in Calgary from 1963 
while with the Department 
of Indian Affairs and 
Mount Royal College. 

“As a Sioux Indian I’ve 
found the adjustment to 
Canada an easy one to 
make, perhaps because the 
native populations here 
have a similar world view to 
mine. They still have a 
strong attachment to the 
land while some American 
Indians, for example in Cal¬ 
ifornia, have become more 
urbanized.” 

Dr. Medicine’s responsib¬ 
ilities during here three year 
term as director will include 
supervising Native Student 
Services on campus and 
overseeing outreach pro¬ 
grams on the Blackfoot, 
Hobema and other reserves. 
She will also be active in 
research and teaching in 
anthropology. 

“I also liked the fact that 
Native Studies had not been 


placed in an isolated ghetto¬ 
like setting, but rather incor¬ 
porated into the university 
proper. That’s the orienta¬ 
tion l prefer — an interdis¬ 
ciplinary approach." 

Convinced that successful 
native education must pro¬ 
vide those involved with a 
strong sense of self. Dr. 
Medicine intends to help in 
the development of a mean¬ 
ingful grade school curricula 
built upon tribal cultural 
values and a native sense of 
history. 

“The native orientation 
has always been to live with 
the land and to preserve it 
... the Wi stem approach, 
on the ouier hand, has 
always been to change and 
shape the environment. 
Urbanization is a feature of 
civilization.” 

Being pragmatic and pos¬ 
itive about the meeting of 
these two philosophies is the 
key to an Indian's success in 
today’s world she says. 
And, not surprisingly, she 
feels the best place to teach 
these ideas is on reserves 
with band controlled 
schools and native self- 
government. 

“I belive that native 


North Americans shouldn't 
negate their past but, 
instead should use it to 
locate themselves within 
their traditional culture. The 
sense of place, of belong¬ 
ings. gained will give them 
the individual autonomy 
necessary to make intelligent 
decisions about where and 
how they want to be involv¬ 
ed in today's reality." 

For those who decide to 
pursue higher education. 
Dr. Medicine says: “We 
need to provide a strong 
base of support for native 
students because their past 
education hasn’t prepared 
them for competence and 
competition within the 
system. During my four pre¬ 
vious years in Calgary, from 
1963 to 1967, to my know¬ 
ledge, only one person actu¬ 
ally completed a university 
degree. 

“But since the establish¬ 
ment of Native Student Ser¬ 
vices in 1972 we have gradu¬ 
ated 91 students. In 1983 40 
students took advantage of 
our services. Last year the 
number more than doubled 
to 85 and this year we expect 
as many as 100. 

Dr. Medicine, whose 



anthropological interest is in 
contemporary native issues, 
especially mental health, has 
high hopes for an initiative 
underway at Old Sun Col¬ 
lege on the Blackfoot 
reserve, to provide students 
with a science background 
for medicine. 

“We have a great need 
for our own doctors, nurses 
and medical specialists. 
Ncgotiatioas underway with 


government promise to 
make the process much 
more feasible in the future." 

After gaining her first 
degree from South Dakota 
State in 1945, Dr. Medicine 
went on to Master in Sociol¬ 
ogy and Anthropology at 
Michigan State in 1954. She 
completed her doctorate in 
Cultural Anthropology at 
the University of Wiseoasin 
in 1983.

After much work during 
this past year, the Band has 
overseen the writing of a 
major proposal to the fed¬ 
eral government. The Train¬ 
ing Group of Edmonton has 
provided consulting and 
training services to meet 
certain requirements. Part 
of this proposal entails the 
potential for the Fitz and 
Smith Band to provide a 
model for education and 
training development for 
other Bands. They feel that 
separately, the native pop¬ 
ulations are weak; together 
they can provide an impres¬ 
sive body capable of 
assessing their own training 
and development needs, and 
using appropriate channels 
to meet those needs. 

Each native band has 
unique characteristics. Each 
has its own special skills, 
customs, preferences, lead¬ 
ership style, and regional 
influences which it must 
work with. The Fitz and 
Smith Band is prepared to 
assist other bands in per¬ 
forming training needs- 
analyses which are specific 
to those bands. Why not 
have one native band 
consult to another? 

The Manager of Educa¬ 
tion and Training for the 
Fitz and Smith Band, Jim 
Greer, would like to know 
what additional skills and 
interests are out there.

As tartar and plaque con¬ 
tinues to build up, the gums 
slowly separate from the 
teeth. These separations are 
called pockets, which 
become filled with bacteria 
and pus. As these pockets 
become larger the disease 
attacks the bone that sup¬ 
ports the teeth. As more 
bone gets eaten away by the 
irritants the teeth become 
progressively looser in the 
jaw. 

Prevention of Periodontal 
Disease 

Severe periodontal dis¬ 
ease is more common in 
adults than in children, 
although gum disease that is 
left untreated in childhood 
progresses into periodontal 
disease in adulthood.

When Canada entered World War I in 1916, 
Decoteau enlisted in the Canadian army, and was

Macdonald established 
the first Native Women’s 
Network in Canada, which 
she started in Gastown in 
Vancouver. Not long before 
the Network became oper¬ 
able, Blanche had sold half- 
ownership of her modelling 
agency to work full-time on 
behalf of Native women.

Bingo Bust At 
Beaver Lake 
Reserve 

Four people who organiz¬ 
ed a bingo night on the 
Beaver Lake Reserve have 
charged with illegally 
operating a game of chance, 

violation of the Criminal 
;ode of Canada. 

Staff Sergeant A.M. 
McLeod of the Lac La 
Biche RCMP detachment 
said however, that charges 
would not be laid aginst 
Chief A1 Lameman. 

The raid which took place 
September 19, followed a 
complaint lodged by the 
Alberta Gaming Commis¬ 
sion. The week before, 
RCMP offices had warned 
organizers they were in 
violation of provincial law. 

Since September of 1984, 
the Beaver Lake Reserve has 
been holding bingo nights, 
but the Band’s permit from 
the Gaming Commission 
expired this sumer. At the 
time, the Band refused to 

The Beaver Lake Band 
strongly believes their 
reserve is sovereign land, 
and therefore not subject to 
gaming regulations. 

Proceeds from the bingos 
have been put towards local 
recreation activities, and for 
other community prorams 
and services such as school 
lunches. 

Initially, two plainclothed 
RCMP officers entered the 
hall and tried to shut down 
the games, but failed. A 
little later on, seven 
uniformed officers strode in 
and closed the hall for the 
evening. 

Two of the four people 
charged were Beaver Lake 
Band legal advisors, who 
were allegedly working the 
hall.

Natives 
may soon 
have radio, 

TV networks 

Native people in North¬ 
ern Alberta may soon be lis¬ 
tening to radio and watch¬ 
ing television in their native 
tongue. 

A proposal for Native 
radio and television pro¬ 
gramming, prepared by the 
Aboriginal Radio and Tele¬ 
vision Society (ARTS), has 
been approved in principal 
by the Regional Review 
Committee. 

The approval is thought 
to be the most critical step in 
the licencing process. The 
proposal will now be taken 
to the National Liason 
Committee (NLQ for final 
approval, and ultimately, 
for funding. 

Should the proposal be 
accepted, ARTS could 
begin one hour of radio pro¬ 
gramming a day — from 8 
a.m. to 9 a.m. — on the 
audio signal of CBC-TV. 
Programming would likely 
increase to two hours a day 
by late next spring. 

The proposal also makes 
allowances for the develop¬ 
ment of community radio 
stations in selected Northern 
Alberta communities, which 
would eventually become 
part of the ARTS network. 

In turn, ARTS programs 
be fed to 
8 these stations fot 
2 re-broadcast. 

Programming 
8 could begin as 
8 early as January, 
1986, if all goes 
according to 
plan. 

Initially, 
programming 
would be in a 
newsmagazine 
format, with 
about 50 per cent 
in Native 
languages, and 
the rest in 
English. In time, 
the percentage of 
Native language 
programming 
would steadily 
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
